Dear Mr. Morisy: 

This is in further response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request to U.S. 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE), dated May 30, 2012. You have requested a 
copy of any appeal letters submitted by FOIA requesters contesting a categorization other 
than News Media requester, who requested News Media categorization, as well as appeals 
against denying a fee waiver. Please limit the search to appeals, whether formal or informal, 
submitted between January 1, 2001 and the date this request is processed. 

We conducted a comprehensive search within ICE's Office of the Principal Legal Advisor (OPLA) 
and the Freedom of Information Act Office (FOIA) for records that would be responsive to your 
- - jequest. OPLA produced 45 pages and FOIA produced 349 pages responsive to your request. 

Your request has been considered under the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552. 

Of the 394 pages provided by OPLA and FOIA, I have determined that 340 pages will be released in 
their entirety while portions of the remaining 54 pages will be withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 
(b)(6) as described below. 

ICE has applied Exemption 6 to protect from disclosure names of DHS employees. 

FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar files the release 
of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires a balancing 
of the public's right to disclosure against the individual's right privacy. The types of documents 
and/or information that we have withheld may consist of social security numbers, home addresses, 
dates of birth, or various other documents and/or information belonging to a third party that are 
considered personal. The privacy interests of the individuals in the records you have requested 
outweigh any minimal public interest in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may 
have in that information does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. 

You have the right to appeal ICE's withholding determination. Should you wish to do so, send your
